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COUNTERFEIT 
CONTINENTAL 
CURRENCY 





In the year 1779, a British transport 
was captured near Sandy Hook, New Jersey 
with many millions of counterfeit Cont- 
inental currency aboard and also the 
machinery for counterfeiting. Another 
ship escaped with one hundred million 
dollars of these bills which were made 
in Scotland. A million dollars of this 
forged issue of 1770 was taken from the 
British troops, at Sandy Hook by Captai 
Allen McLane. The proof of this forgery 
is the bills found in the hands of the 
captured enemy, as shown by an extract 
from the Journal of Major McLane, seven 
years an officer. Major McLane, of the 
Continental Army, at the commencement of 
the war, in the year 1777, was made a 
full captain. He remained on or near the 
line until January 1780. Before the win 
ter set in, he drove the enemy at Fort 
Run, New Jersey, attacked the garrison 
at Sandy Hook, took it by surprise and 
brought off all the prisoners, with a 
large quantity of Continental bills to 
the amount of’a million dollars,so well 
executed that they could hardly be dis- 
tinguished from the genuine currency. 
Being stuck from copper plates, they 
look and feel smooth. In the $10 bills 
of Feb.26,1777, the eye is not so long 
by a sixteenth of an inch and not so 
plain, the smaller part of the eyelidis 
broken off short and the sight part is 
too strong and bold.In the $5,the first 
five letters in the word"Spanish" are 
larger than the ending letters.In the 
$30,the name of one of the printers is 
misspelled Sellors instead of Sellers. 
In the $8, on the face of the bill, the 
"TI" in the word Thiers is not so longas 
in the real bill and the letters in gen 
eral are much smaller, the lower part of 
the harp in the genuine bill is much 
nearer to the inner circle than in the 
counterfeit. in the $6, the word "value' 
in the counterfeit has the "V"too high 
up in the line and is in line with the 
other letters. In all, the counterfeit 
bills are not as well made as the genu- 
ine. We are referring to the 1777 bills.

You 
ask someone to give you a cent and show 
that the magnet will not lift it, then 
you substitute to copper coated steel 
cent and the magnet lifts it. It is a 
good trick, but some of these conper 
cents seem to have gotten into the hands 
of a numismatist and he must have shown 


them around and this probably spread the —= 


rumor of copper 1943 cents, despite the 
denial of the director of the mint who 
states that no copper cents were made in 
1943. We hope this will explain it. 
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The Iowa Centennial Gommittee states that 
all the Iowa commemorative half dollars 
have been sold with the exception of 1000 
which will be set aside for future state 
anniversaries. 500 for the 150th in1 996 
and 500 for the 200th in 2046. These have 
been placed in the State Capitol by order 
of Governor Blue and will not be touched 
until the above anniversaries. It is an 
unusual thing to put aside so many comm- 
emorative for the future and we hope no 
other coins will be put away for such a 
long time. We could use them now!
